Gu stav e Blair, 69 , h om y -h anded 
carp enter, legally identified by 
th e Maricop a cou nty su p erior 
cou rt as Ch arles Brewster Ross, 
p rincip al in th e sensational u n­ 
solv ed Germantown, Pa., abdu c­ 
tion of 65 y ears ago, env isioned 
today th e p ossibility of lu cativ e 
radio and film contracts. 
Th e fact th a t W alter L. Ross 
term ed Blair's claim as “ridicu ­ 
lou s” did not p h ase JBlair. H u n­ 
dreds of p ersons h av e claimed 
th ey were th e abdu ction v ictim. 
“If my older broth er (W alter) 
liv es for fiv e y ears, h e’ll seek me 
ou t and adm it ou r kinsh ip ,” h e 
declared. 
Blair filed th e civ il action to 
establish h is identity . He nam ed 
as defendants W alter, Sop h ia, 
M arian and Anne, oth er ch il­ 
dren of Ch ristian and Sarah Ann 
Ross. Th ey did not answ er th e 
com p laint and Su p erior Ju dge G. 
A. Rodgers entered a 
defau lt 
ju dgem ent. 
For th e be-sp ectacled carp en­ 
ter, th e ju ry v erdict was a p er­ 
sonal triu m p h . 
“I h av e been ignored by W alt­ 
er and oth er members of my 
family desp ite th e fact th a t th ey 
knew my claims was ju stified,'* 
l^e said bitterly . “My wife and I 
sacrificed ou r h ome and in some 
instances h av e gone h u ngry to 
p rov e my birth -righ t.” 
Asked if h e intended legal ac­ 
tion to restore a p ortion of th e 
family 
fortu ne w h ich h e 
as 
“Ch arley Ross” wou ld be enti­ 
tled, h e said: 
“Th ere won't be any need for 
th a t.” 
Th en h e sp oke 
in glowing 
term s of radio and film contracts 
wh ich , h e claimed, were to be 
giv en h im wh en and if h e ev er 
obtained recognition of a cou rt 
th a t h e was th e kidnap ed “C h ar­ 
ley Ross.” 
Ch arley and W alter Ross were 
kidnap ed Ju ly 1, 18 7 4, by two 
men on th e p romise th a t th ey 
wou ld be giv en flre-crackers for 
Indep endence Day . 
W alter, two y ears older, was 
fou nd a sh ort time later in th e 
north eastern section of Ph ila­ 
delp h ia. Th ree day s later, th e 
Ross family receiv ed th e first of 
23 ransom letters, dem anding 
$20,000. Negotiations to obtain 
th e ch ild's retu rn were fu tile. 
In December following th e ab­ 
du ction, two bu rglars were sh ot 
a t Bay Ridge, Long Island. One 
of th em , William Mosh er, th e re­ 
p u ted brains of th e kidnap gang, 
was killed instantly . His com­ 
p anion, Josep h Dou glas, 
liv ed 
long enou gh to tell p olice “it's no 
u se ly ing now. Mosh er and I 
stole Ch arley Ross from Ger­ 
m antown.” 
He said th e ch ild was taken 
“for money ,” bu t denied knowing 
h is wh ereabou ts.

Common cou rtesy su ggests at least a restrain t 
of ton gu e before an d du rin g the v isit of their 
British Majesties. Ev en if we su spect th a t the 
u n preceden ted trip to America is in spired by a 
desire to stren gthen British-American relation s 
an d to bu ild u p sy mpathy for the plight of the 
Eu ropean democratic powers, the people of the 
Un ited States n eed n ot be lackin g in th at polite­ 
n ess with which civ ilized n ation s greet ru lers of 
other states ev en thou gh hostile. Kin g George 
an d Qu een Elizabeth come as frien ds; we can 
welcome them as frien ds withou t sacrificin g ou r 
in depen den ce of thou ght an d action . 
It was Sen ator Bon e of W ashin gton who cast 
the first ston e by brin gin g u p the qu estion of the 
British war debt to the Un ited States. Un til this 
m atter is settled, he said, “the bu lk of the Ameri­ 
can people will won der why they shou ld con cern 
themselv es with a situ ation which may lead them 
again to the shambles.” To this rather in n ocu ­ 
ou s rem ark Represen tativ e Sween ey con tribu ted 
the thou ght th at the roy al cou ple shou ld be taken 
for a stroll .across the street from the White 
Hou se to the treasu ry — an d then added hastily 
th at perhaps it wou ld be safer to close the treas­ 
u ry du rin g the period of the v isit. 
Two recen t in ciden ts may hav e remin ded ou r 
legislators of the debt qu estion . The state depart­ 
m en t has ju st disclosed a Ru m an ian n ote askin g 
for immediate n egotiation s on th at cou n try ’s 
$64,000,000 debt to the Un ited States. Not th at 
Ru man ia is prepared to pay the whole prin cipal; 
in fact, she fran kly states her in ability to do so. 
Bu t if the total is scaled down , she wou ld like 
to resu me regu lar pay men ts. 
The other remin der, it m u st be adm itted, is a 
little irritatin g. Not lon g before German y an ­ 
n ex ed Czechoslov akia, Britain adopted a machin e 


gu n fabricated by the Czech Bren works. Sin ce 
then she has con tin u ed to pay roy alties on the 
gu n , althou gh it has m ean t stren gthen in g H it­ 
ler’s fin an cial stren gth. Remin ded of this situ a­ 
tion , British War Secretary Leslie Hore-Belisha 
replied v irtu ou sly : “It is n ot cu stomary for this 
cou n try to repu diate pay m en ts which hav e been 
legally con tracted.” 
American s may fin d it difficu lt to see the dis­ 
tin ction which permits fu lfillin g con tracts to a 
hostile n ation an d defau ltin g others to a frien dly 
on e. 


DEMAND FOR NETS 
We are prou d of ou rselv es in this cou n try be­ 
cau se we hav e don e away with some of the more 
bru tal aspects of life. The law frown s on dan ger­ 
ou s sports, on cock fights, ev en on ty in g tin can s 
to dogs’ tails. We en joy , howev er, two ex ception s. 
The American pu blic likes prize fights. It also, 
apparen tly , likes to see people risk life an d limb 
on high wires in the circu s. 
There is somethin g to be said for prize fights. 
Life is n ot u su ally in v olv ed, n or sev ere in ju ry . 
Both con testan ts hav e the priv ilege of callin g 
qu its. A mistake in techn iqu e may m ean defeat, 
bu t it does n ot m ean death. 
A mistake on high wires in the circu s is u su ally 
fatal u n less the performer u ses a n et. Is there 
an y reason why the American pu blic, so hu m an e 
in regard to an imals, so carefu l of hu m an wel­ 
fare, shou ld en joy seein g aerial artists take their 
liv es in their han ds? An ey e witn ess of the cir­ 
cu s acciden t in Boston the other day which en ded 
the acrobatic career of Fritzi Barton i, an n ou n ces 
th at he will n ev er again watch a circu s perform ­ 
er on the high trapeze or wire u n less a n et is 
part of the show. 
We are n ot early Roman s delightin g in the 
spillin g of blood for amu semen t. It is n either 
pleasan t n or u pliftin g to watch a skilled artist 
ru n the risk of death or perm an en t in ju ry . An d 
when the in ev itable acciden t occu rs, the pu blic 
is to blame for en cou ragin g circu s m an agem en ts 
to en dan ger the liv es of performers. Su rely the 
American pu blic deman ds n o su ch sacrifices of 
the people who work for its amu semen t.

ROME—THE REPUBLIC 
(Refer to Maps No. 11, 12, 13, 
an d 14 in y ou r Historical Atlas) 
The Italian pen in su la ex ten ds 
down in to the M editerran ean 
Sea, from n orthw est to sou th­ 
east, for a distan ce of some fiv e 
hu n dred miles. At its widest part 
it is less than two hu n dred miles 
across—an d it is abou t the same 
distan ce from the n earest poin t 
in Greece. 
In 
the middle part of this 
boot-shaped strip of lan d 
lies 
Rome—the capital of a world- 
empire th at wou ld n ev er hav e 
been if the Persian army or the 
Macedon ian army had 
tu rn ed 
their atten tion westward. 
For 
in the day s of either Persian or 
Macedon ian might, Rome was too 
y ou n g an d weak to offer resist­ 
an ce. 
The early settlem en t of the 
Italian pen in su la was similar to 
th a t of Greece. It was occu pied 
by a scattered popu lation 
of 
those same dark Iberian s, an d 
the barbarian 
Ary an s 
worked 
down from the n orth an d con ­ 
qu ered them —probably 
sev eral 


cen tu ries 
after 
the Hellen es 
con qu ered Greece. 
The Ary an s in Italy had more 
trou ble than did their cou sin s 
in Grece, for a stron g dark- 
skin n ed race of men called E t­ 
ru scan s drov e in n orth of them 
an d wou ld hav e con qu ered them 
if the Gau ls had n ot come down 
from the n orth an d whipped 
both the Etru scan s an d the Lat­ 
in s, as the progen itors of the 
Roman s were then called. 
The 
Latin s bribed the Gau ls to go 
back home; 
an d then for fifty 
y ears they were en gaged in con ­ 
qu erin g the other tribes in cen ­ 
tral Italy . By 29 0 B. C. the 
Latin s con trolled all of Italy ex ­ 
cept the Greek settlem en ts down 
at the lower tip. It is in terest­ 
in g to n ote th a t some fou r hu n ­ 
dred y ears after the Greeks had 
settled all Greece, an d their col­ 
on ies were spread from Ru ssian 
shores on the Black Sea to the 
Fren ch shores at Marseilles, the 
Latin s were still u n able to dom­ 
in ate their own little strip of 
mou n tain an d plain an d marsh. 
The Greeks made their first

His well-organ ized arm y easily 
defeated the in ex pert Roman s 
in two battles in Italy . Then he

mov ed his army ov er to Sicily — 
an d ran headlon g in to the power 
of Carthage; for Sicily was then 
abou t equ ally div ided between 
the Greeks an d the C arthagin ­ 
ian s. 
Carthage an d Rome be­ 
came allies—the Kin g of Epiru s 
was defeated—Carthage had the 
Greek settlem en ts in Sicily —an d 
Rome had the Greek settlem en ts 
in Italy . 
The early history of Rome in ­ 
v olv es a series of stru ggles be­ 
tween the common people an d 
the aristocrats, in which the ar­ 
istocrats in v ariably won . 
They 
held the lu crativ e offices 
an d 
con trolled the gov ern men t. They 
appropriated the lan d an d the 
loot an d the tribu te of con qu ered 
people. The common people did 
most of the fightin g an d paid 
most of the tax es. 
By 275 B. C. Rome had u n con ­ 
sciou sly started on the path that 
led to world power. 
She su c­ 
ceeded where the Greeks an d the 
Macdon ian s had failed, becau se 
she av oided their weakn esses 
There was n on e of the lack of 
u n ity th at destroy ed the Greeks 
An d when Rome mov ed in to a 
con qu ered lan d she mov ed in to 
stay , in stead of followin g Alex ­ 
an der’s 
plan 
of lootin g an d 
passin g on . 
Rome’s first test of stren gth 
came with the First Pu n ic War 
Rome sen t a small army to Sic­

rebu ilt, so the Carthagin ian s or­ 
gan ized an army in the territory 
they held in sou thern Spain an d 
fin ally marched across the Alps 
an d down in to Italy , u n der H an ­ 
n ibal, 
where 
they 
liv ed an d 
fou ght for fifteen y ears. At the 
en d of th at lon g, bloody , period 
the Roman s fin ally blockaded 
Han n ibal an d his arm y down in 
the “heel” of Italy an d he sailed 
away to Carthage, where he was 
defeated, for the first time, by a 
Roman army u n der Scipio Afri- 
can u s, the Elder. 
An d by the 
time th a t last battle was fou ght 
most of Spain was in the han ds 
of Rome. 
In the peace treaty 
Rome deman ded, amon g other 
thin gs, th a t Han n ibal be tu rn ed 
ov er to them, bu t he fled in to 
Asia an d fin ally committed su i­ 
cide to av oid captu re. 
Now came fifty -six y ears of 
peace 
with 
Carthage—du rin g 
which period Rome ex pan ded her 
borders in other direction s. The 
first v ictim was Macedon ia. The 
Macedon ian kin g made an a t­ 
tack on Athen s to av en ge the 
m u rder of two Arcan ian s 
for 
spy in g on some religiou s m y ster­ 
ies—an d Rome u sed this as a 
pretex t for attackin g Macedon ­ 
ia. 
In the on ly im portan t bat^ 
tie, with some twen ty -six thou ­ 
san d troops on each side, the 
Roman s won . 
Macedon ia was 
perm itted to rem ain in depen d­ 
en t—all the Greek states were 
declared free from Macedon ia 
an d were forced to form in t<x a 
leagu e—an d Macedon ia was re­ 
qu ired to cede to Rome certain 
lan ds in Asia. This led the Ro­ 
man s in to their first war 
in 
Asia.
